It is my great pleasure to announce 
to the YACO membership that on Aug¬ 
ust 12, 1980, YACO became an official 
Non-Profit Corporation. Our charter 
is officially in hand and we are en¬ 
titled to all of the rights and priv¬ 
ileges of a California based Non- 
Profit Corporation. 

An immediate and most welcome bene¬ 
fit will be our eligibility to use a 
Non-Profit organization's bulk mail¬ 
ing permit. This will allow us to 
mail The KALIFORNSKI at a cost of 3.1 
cents instead of 8.4 cents. The 
savings on this alone will amount to 
over $20 monthly. Another signifi¬ 
cant advantage to our incorporation is 
for those generous people who made con¬ 
tributions to YACO's scholarship fund. 
These and any contributions made in the 
future are tax deductible on the don¬ 
or's income tax returns. It's nice to 
know that our support of worthy Yugo¬ 
slav students are also income tax 
deductable. There are other benefits 
that are not readily apparent as of 
this writing. Rest assured, I will 
stay on top of this matter and will 
keep you informed. 

Our incorporation also provides 
a pertinent, but intangible function. 
Namely, a sense of permanence. We have 
certainly come a long way in 18 months. 
YACO's name is now on the roster of 
corporatoons in the California Secre¬ 
tary of State's office and will remain

Add the onion nad simmer 
slowly until the meat soaks up all the 
juices. Add the wine and tomato paste. 
Cook for approximately 20 minutes. Add 
the 6eef stock and simmer slowly for 
approximately two hours. If necessary, 
add a little water occasionally. Re¬ 
move the roast, slice thinly and place 
on a serving platter. Strain the gravy 
and cook it for another half hour. If 
required, thicken the gravy with a 
little flour browned in hot fat. Pour 
this sauce over the sliced roast be¬ 
fore serving. Serves 6.

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A TALENT FOR MUSIC 

AH the members of the Bojadziu family 
were very musical There was a lot of 
singing in the house esoecia !T y in the 
evenings when relatives and friends called, 
and on festive occasions Gondza and her 
sister Aga (Agusa) were among the leading 
members of the Albanian Catholic youth 
choir Gondza had an excellent ear. and a 
sure, full but tender voice 

Whenever the youth choir sang, you 
could always make out Gondza s beautiful 
soprano, recalls a contemporary, now one 
of the leading ethnic Albanian composers 
in Yugoslavia. Lorenc Antoni At a special 
concert held to raise money for chanty on 
March 25. 1928. Gondza ana Aga gave the 
first public performance of a song by 
Lorenc Antoni, then still in high school 
entitled On the Lake Shore, with words 
by the Albanian poet Hilja Mosija 

Gondza regularly attended rehearsals of 
the choir, which gave at least one charity 
concert each month. This was held in a 
large hall with a stage, and included items 
by the mandoline orchestra brass band 


and dramatic society At one such concert, 
on April 4 1926 the proceeds of which 
were intended for the poor. Gondza and 
her friends sang several German songs. A 
concert programme of the Albanian 
Catholic youth choir from 1926 records that 
Gondza's choir sang: Jesus. Let Me Love 
Thee' 



AN INTEREST IN INDIA 

As a schoolgirl. Gondza was very fond 
of the countryside Almost every week she 
would make excursions with her family, 
relatives and friends to the nearby Skopje 
mountains, which abound in lovely scenery, 
woodlands and monasteries. They would go 
on foot, taking food for the day'and, 
unfailingly, a musical instrument — an 
accordion or mandoline (which Gondza 
herself could play) 

While still a child Gondza Bojadziu had 
taken part in various charitable activities, 
collecting clothing and other aid for the 
poor in far-off India She learnt ’about the 
poverty in the suburbs of the big Indian 
cities, of the sufferings of millions of 
hungry and dying people, from the letters

of the Croatian Jesuit missionaries. Pavo 
Mesanc and Ante Bizjak. and later from 
letters sent by several nuns who were 
among the first to set out from Skopje to 
serve as missionaries in India. 

As she herself recalled later, the idea of 
helping the poor of India became implanted 
in her mind in her twelfth year Even at 
that time, her home in Skopje provided 
shelter for the poor and outcast, 

I made up my mind to become a 
missionary.’ said Mother Teresa in an 
interview with Malcolm Muggeridge on BBC 
Television At that time several 
missionaries had gone out to India from 
Yugoslavia. I had heard from them about 
life in the Loretto Institute in Calcutta. At 
first, between the ages of twelve and

For many years Aga lived in Shkoder 
(Scutari), earning her living by 
dressmaking. After the Second World War. 
she moved to Tirana where she became an 
announcer on Radio Tirana and sang in the 
radio choir

Gondza Bojadziu. now Mother Teresa, 
visited her native Skopje again in 1971 for 
the first time since 1928. When she was 
asked, on that occasion, what had been the 
hardest day of her life, she replied: 

None And to the question of what was 
the worst disease, she answered: “The 
worst disease in the world in which we live 
is hatred among people and »ack of love" 

Renunciation of any kind of wealth or 
comfort and the dedication of her whole 
being to succouring the helpless have 
always been the aim m life of this year's 
Nobel Peace Prize winner Many other 
awards and testimonials have come her 
way in recognition of her noble work, 
especially m the oast decade. 

On July 6. 1971 Pope Paul VI presented 
Mother Teresa with the newly-established 
John XXIII Peace Prize In September of the 
same year, she received the Good 
Samaritan Award and in October, the 
Kennedy International Awar.d and an 
honorary doctorate of the Catholic 
University in Washington. On November 15. 
1972. Mother Teresa received the Nehru 
Peace Prize, the highest international award 


given by India, of which she became a 
citizen in 1949 The following year, in Los 
Angeles. Mother Teresa was the recipient 
of the St Louise of Marillac Award, and a 
year later she was proclaimed the 
universal mother 

The announcement of the 1979 Nobel 
Peace Prize winner was received with far 
greater enthusiasm and approval than has 
generally been the case in recent years. As 
might have been expected. Mother Teresa 
reacted by declaring that the 192.000 US 
dollars she would receive would be spent 
to aid the needy, for the expansion of the 
Shantingara (Town of Peace) leper colony 
near Calcutta, which already provides 
homes for 47.000 people 

Two years ago. Mother Teresa paid a 
further visit to Skopje a city which now 
bears little resemblance to the one she left 
half a century ago. 

Yugoslavs, and particularly the people 
of Skopje, were delighted to hear of the 
Nobel award President Tito sent warm 
congratulations to Mother Teresa, paying 
tribute lo her lifelong struggle against 
disease, hunger and poverty

"If we had been able to ask 
Master Ivo", he said, "whether he 
wished this performance to be held 
tonight, he would surely have 
replied 'Yes'." And the well-known 
chords sounded, the comic plot 
started unfolding. As ever, the 
I audience greeted it with laughter 
and applause. No doubt, this work 
will be received in the same way for 
many years to come. 

That is how a composer should 
depart: amid the sound of music and 
applause from his devoted audience. 
Perhaps there couldn't be a better 
way. 

Some fifty years before, sitting at 
the piano which was kindly made 
available for his use by the Grahor 
family, with whom he lodged as a 
student, he composed the operetta 
"Little Florami." Most people in 
Yugoslavia have seen it at least 
once, but there is no one who hasn't 
heard of it. 

Seme years later, during his first 
engagement with the Split Theatre, 
Tijardovic suggested that "Little 
Florami" should be placed on the 
reportoire. The theatre manager was 
against this, but the composer 
promised him a full house for three 
consecutive nights. In those days, in 
Yugoslavia, and especially in smaller 
towns, that was a rare occurence: 
no performance succeeded in 
attracting enough people to fill the 
auditorium more than once. 

Actually, even Tijardovid himself 
thought his promise a bit 
exaggerated, yet he wished his 
operetta to be performed in that 
particular theatre. "Little Florami" 
did not fill the house for only three 
nights. It has been filling it ever 
since. This year, once again, it is 
being staged in the Split Theatre, in 


a revised version, commemorating 
the 50th anniversary of the firs't 
performance. 

The action of this operetta, for 
which Tijardovic himself wrote the 
libretto, takes place during World 
War I. Nevertheless, the main 
characters and mood are rendered 
so successfully that it i's 
understandable and accessible even 
to those whose fathers had not yet 
been born. This, of course, is neither 
the only nor the most important 
reason for "Little Florami’s" 
success. "I have learned from the 
ancient Greeks," Tijardovic used to 
say, " that life is the foundation of 
the theatre, and if its reflection is not 
seen or felt there, that theatre is 
meaningless." And so, instead of 
countesses, barons and flirtatious 
chambermaids, ordinary people 
figure in all his operettas and 
operas. This is how Tijardovib 
explains the success of his "Little 
Florami”: "The people recognize 
their life on the stage, their music, 
themselves .. ", 

Tijardovib was born and grew up 
in Split, on the Adriatic coast, a 
region where music with distinctive 
melodic qualities has a long 
tradition among the people. There 
were seven churches and countless 
cafes in the part of town he lived in. 
He was. thus, constantly surrounded 
by music — ranging from organ 
playing to cafe songs. "Music seized 
me instantly." he said. Maybe his 
first success originated in a 
seemingly insignificant episode from 
his school days. His music teacher 
was preparing a score with his 
pupils and distributed sections from 
it among them. Tijardovic lost his 
and in fear of punishment rewrote it, 
making only a minor error. The 


teacher discovered the fraud but 
instead of punishing him, praised 
him. 

Tijardovic often remembered his 
teachers with love and respect. They 
were " good pedagogues, patient 
and wise people." For a musician, 
the link with the native soil is vital 
and must never be broken, they 
used to say. Tijardovic never forgot 
this. 

After World War I he went to 
study architecture in Vienna. 
Actually, he loved music but his 
father wouldn't hear of it and wished 
his son to take up a "serious 
occupation." At that time Vienna 
was a true music metropolis in 
Europe. Puccini, Mascagni, 
Leoncavallo, and all the greatest 
singers of the time were frequent 
guests. 

Luckily for us today who enjoy 
listening to his works, Tijardovic 
never became an architect. Later, 
when he returned to Zagreb and 
completed the theatrical school, he 
got his first engagement with the 
Split Theatre. 

During his long and fruitful life, 
composing was not his exclusive 
occupation. He was a director, 
scenographer, costume designer, 
choreographer and frequently a 
writer of librettos for his own operas 
and operettas. He was also an actor, 
painter, the manager, in turn, of the 
theatre in Split and the Croatian 
National Theatre in Zagreb, and the 
conductor of the State Orchestra 
which later became the Zagreb 
Philharmonic. 

During his lifetime the world was 
shaken up by two worid wars and he 
participated in both. He was a 
volunteer on the Salonika Front in 
World War I. and in World War II was 
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an underground resistance worker, 
later moving to liberated territory. 

He began composing in his high- 
school days. In the beginning he set 
the verses of well-known Yugoslav 
poets to music. During his early 
engagement in Split, his operetta 
"Pjero llo" was already often on the 
repertoire. 

A constant inspiration for all his 
works was music from various parts 
of Yugoslavia, which he managed to 
combine with the form of the 
operetta. He also liked Puccini, 

Verdi, Wagner. Richard Strauss, 
Mussorgsky and Tchaikovsky. From 
the Italians he learned the melodic 
elements, from the Germans 
technique and from the Russians 
how to incorporate elements of 
folklore into music. Tijardovic never 
remained aloof of social events of 
his day. He reacted to them in his 
works, with humour and satire, with 
music accessible to the common 
man, yet of high artistic value. 

Tijardovib wrote three operas, 
seven operettas, many solo songs 
and choir compositions, and even 
music for films. His best-known 
operettas are ‘‘Little Florami" and 
"Split Watercolour", and operas, 
"Chimneys along the Adriatic" and 
"Marco Polo” 

Maybe to all this a story from his 
life should be added. It happened in 
Salonika in World War I. One 
evening when Tijardovic was 
walking along the narrow Salonika 
streets he heard some soldiers 
singing in a cafe. First he 
recognized the word, then the 
melody. It was one of his own 
songs composed to the verses of 
Ivan Kozarac. He never forgot that 
moment. Some time later he 
commented, "Now that song is sung 
everywhere. The learned know that it 
is mine, but the ordinary people 
think it's a folk song. And let it be 
so, because it was for them that I 
wrote it."
